DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Takahashi et al (US Patent 4,345,943) for the reasons set forth in the previous office 

action dated July 21, 2003. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 31 , 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. It was submitted that Takahashi does not teach or suggest a turbo 
component comprising an iron alloy composition having a Cr constituent whose mass% 
range overlap the claimed range. It is the examiner's position that on lines 55 to 65 of 
column 1 , Takahashi discloses an abrasion resistant alloy containing 5 to 30% Cr which 
overlaps with applicant's Cr range of 28.6 to 44.3%. Even though Takahashi has a 

preferred range of 5 to 20%, this does not over look the fact that a broader range of up 

to 30% Cr can be used. 

Moreover, lines 5 to 11 in columnl of Takahashi discloses using iron alloy for 

internal combustion engine components which would include applicant's claimed "turbo 

component" limitation.
